Ty p hoon signals were dis­ 
p lay ed early Sunday morning, but the 
sto rm brok e over the bay suddenly and 
unexp ectedly at noon. 
It was imp ossi­ 
ble to hoist the cutters and launches 
belonging to the fleet because of the 
danger of sm ashing them against the 
steel sides of the battleship s, and the 
little craft were sent scurry ing inside 
the break w ater into the Pasig river, 
where they rem ained all night. 
The sto rm quick ly increased in in­ 
tensity and the to rrential rains shut 
in the ship s. 
At 8 o ’clock Sunday 
night the sto rm had reached its height 
and it then gradually tap ered down, 
until at m idnight it was co mp aratively 
calm, 
altho ugh 
heavy 
seas 
swung 
acro ss the harbor. 
During the sto rm all the battleship s 
had steam up ready for any em ergen­ 
cy . 
Rear Admiral Sp erry finally o r­ 
dered the flagship Connecticut and the 
Kansas, Minnesota, Vermont, Virginia 
and Ohio under way . They were close 
to the break w ater, and Admiral Sp er­ 
ry feared they m ight drag anchors. 
The six vessels steam ed down close to 
Cavite, where they anchored. 
At times the wind blew at the rate 
of IOO miles an hour. 
All communica­ 
tion with sho re was cut off. It was im­ 
p ossible during the height of the sto rm 
to see the warship s thro ugh the haze 
of rain and sp ray . 
On sho re it was dangero us to go 
about. 
Several carriages were o ver­ 
turned by the wind, trees were blown 
down, electric wires were p ro strated 
and several buildings ^vere unroofed. 
Among the buildings unroofed was the 
dep ot of the commissary . 
Several na­ 
val officers asho re on various errands, 
were comp elled to rem ain asho re all 
night. 
In naval circles interest has been 
aroused by the ap p ro aching trial in 
this city of Lieutenant Frank Tay lor 
Evans, son of Admiral “Bob” Evans 
who is accused of insubordination and 
intoxication. 
Besides being the p ride 
of “Fighting Bob’s ” heart. Lieutenant 
Evans has a rep utatio n in the navy for 
dare-devil bravery .

Indianap olis, Get. 5.—This week the 
thirty -day p oll, which furnishes the 
final p re-election analy sis of the vGte. 
will be tak en by the Rep ublican and 
Democratic state organizations. 
The 
result will not be k nown at their her 4 
quarters here much before the midd. 
of October, as instructio ns have beer 
given that the rep o rts m ust be accur 
ate. The Rep ublicans have a sy stem of 
p oll-tak ing that was p ronounced fcy 
National Chairman Hitchcock to be 
the mo st p erfect in the country . By it 
the organization obtains a comp lete 
registratio n of all the voters with in­ 
formation that is sup p osed to indicate 
definitely how their ballots will be 
cast. Up to this y ear the Rep ublicans 
have been able to tak e a better p oll 
than the Democrats, owing to their 
more co m p act organization, but this 
time the Democrats are work ing to­ 
gether and are tho ught to he in shap e 
to get a more reliable p oll than ever 
before. 
Fo ur y ears ago both sides 
were away off on their p oll. 
In sp ite 
of the instructio ns given by the Re­ 
p ublicans to their well-drilled work ers 
to find out as nearly as p ossible how 
every man intended to vote, their thir­ 
ty -day p oll did no t give any hint of the 
landslide that came on election day . 
The Rep ublican p oll 
then indicated 
that the state would give President 
Roosevelt less than 40,000. 
His p lu­ 
rality was 93,044, break ing all records 
fo r Indiana. 
The fact that the p oil- 
tak ers were unable to detect signs of 
a landslide a month in advance of the 
last natio nal election when there were 
no unusual disturbances in this state 
is causing th© m em bers of the Rep ub­ 
lican organization to feel shak y about 
the rep o rts they have received in the 
six-months and and sixty -day p olls. 
Both sides seem satisfied with the 
sixty -day p oll. 
The Rep ublican lead­ 
ers declare that the six-months p oll 
showed that the drift was favorable to 
their p arty and tha t the sixty -day p oll 
was just as good. 
They qualify their 
statem ents, ho wever with the rem ark 
that the showing is fine in the sm aller 
counties and in the farm ing communi­ 
ties, while it is no t as good as it might 
be in the cities. 
Enough of the inside 
p lans of the Rep ublicans is k nown to 
w arrant the statem ent that they are 
building hop es of victory on a heavy 
vote from the agricultural communi­ 
ties. 
One hears old-time p oliticians 
deciare frequently that if the election 
were to be held now that Bry an would 
carry Indiana. 
However, the same 
condition 
existed both in 1896 and 
1900, when Bry an ap p arently had Mc­ 
Kinley beaten in Indiana a m o nth be­ 
fore the election. 
The Rep ublicans 
never have p erm itted the organization 
started by Cap tain Gowdy In 1896 to 
go back ward. 
Its sp ecialty has been 
its ability to m ak e a whirlwind finish 
during the last thirty day s of the cam ­ 
p aign. 
T hat is what the Rep ublicans 
of Indiana hop e to do during the next 
thirty day s, but from information ob­ 
tained 
from those 
in autho rity 
to 
sp eak , the o rganization is not as well 
sup p lied with ammunition as in 1896 
o r 1900. 
In tho se cam p aigns the bo t­ 
tom of the Rep ublican “barrel” here 
never was reached. 
There was more* 
than enough to go around and it was 
not difficult to p ut hundreds of sp ell 
binders and wo rk ers into the field. 
This tim e it is said that the national 
committee has not given the Rep ubli­ 
can state organization a p enny . 
One 
of the camp aign m anagers on the Re­ 
p ublican side declared today that there 
is no p ro sp ect of the national commit­ 
tee lending a help ing hand financially . 
In that resp ect at least the candidacy 
of Taft has been a disap p o intm ent to 
the p rofessional p oliticians. 
While tho 
Democratic p oliticians insist that Indi­ 
ana is a p ivotal state, in sp ite of the 
long line of defeats they have sustain­ 
ed since 1892, the Rep ublicans assert 
that Indiana is no rm ally 45,000 Rep ub 
lican on national issues. 
If that esti­ 
m ate is co rrect the Democrats must 
gain on an average of abo ut eight Re­ 
p ublican votes to the p recinct in o rder 
to carry the state. 
Based on the thir­ 
ty -day p oll 
the Democratic state o r­ 
ganizatio n had fp ur y ears ago, it would 
be necessary for their tick et to get an 
average of nine o r ten Rep ublican 
votes to the p recinct. 
In addition it 
is believed that they would no t only 
have to gain at least nine Rep ublicans 
to the p recinct, but they would be com­ 
p elled to hold in line every m em ber of 
their own p arty . 
The chances seem 
favorable to the Democrats coming 
nearer getting their own vote this y ear 
than at any tim e since Bry an became 
a p residential candidate.

VIEWS OF UN EXPERT. 


Shall* Banks Be iMade Liable 
One A nother’s Debts? 


Recognized A uthority on Financial 
Questions 
Discusses 
Practical 
Bearings of Proposed G uar­ 
antee Plan.

George E. Roberts, former Di­ 
rector of the Mint.) 
The proposal to require the bunks of 
the country to guarantee each other’s 
deposits owes its present strength to 
the financial disturbance of last fall. 
It is urged as a means of preventing 
panics, and there is no disagreement 
about the desirability of accomplish­ 
ing that purjK>se. 
Most of us agree 
that a repetition 
of 
the 
conditions 
^hich ex isted last fall should be made 
impossible, but this is by no means the 
t>nly way to do it, or the best way. 
For years the advocates of compre­ 
hensive currency reform have pointed 
out that with $14,000,000,000 of bank 
deposits in the* country and only about 
$3,000,000,000 of money ail told in the 
-country, Doth in the banks and out, 
there should be some method provide« 1 
by which, on the basis of good assets, 
the supply of lawful currency could be 
readily increased to meet ex ceptional 
demands, whether such demands were 
*due to seasons of unusual business ac­ 
tivity or to alarm among depositors. 
Their foresight and arguments did not 
.avail, but they are hardly to be swept 
off their feet now by impatient zeal for 
this new, and, as they regard it, ill- 
considered scheme. 
They stand for a 
complete 
and 
scientific treatment of 
the subject. 
The guaranty of deposits is a crude 
and imperfect remedy at best. It does 
not recognize or attempt to cure the 
defects in our banking and currency 
systems, but aims only at persuading 
depositors not to draw their deposits. 
The losses to depositors by the failure 
-of national banks has become an insig­ 
nificant percentage, and is growing less' 
every year, as a result of natural, evo­ 
lutionary progress in banking. The 
standards are being constantly raised, 
and the efficiency of official inspection 
and supervision constantly improved. 
The true line of development is not by 
any revolutionary policy, but by hold­ 
ing 
individual 
bankers 
to 
yet 
« tricter account, and at the same time 
•enabling 
every 
properly 
conducted 
hank to readily obtain a supply of cur­ 
rency to meet all demands upon it 
The 
fundamental 
weakness in our 
•currency system is In the fact that it is 
not readily responsive to the needs of 
the country. 
The legitimate demand 
for money varies from year to year, 
and from season to season in the same 
year. 
It Is a familiar fact that there 
is 
a 
great deal more business to be 
handled from September 1st to Decem­ 
ber 31st each year than in any other 
four month* of the year, but there is 
no more money in the country unless 
gold is iintrorted for the purpoBe. 


Wo uld I,ra d to Heckle** Ha nkins;. 


As a remedial measure the guaranty 
<>f bank dei*osits is not only inadequate, 
hut it is worse than inadequate, for it 
proposes to overturn the principle of 
individual responsibility by means of 
which the banking business has been 
raised to Its present high standards, 
iind upon which all individual and so­ 
cial progress is based. 
The proposal contemplates that the 
public shall be relieved entirely from 
the ex ercise of 
judgment 
and 
dis­ 
crimination in the choice of banks, and 
while 
it 
is highly desirable that all 
hanks shall be made safe, to the end 
that even the most ignorant and con­ 
fiding may be protected, it is still true 
that an alert public opinion has great 
influence in maintaining proper bank­ 
ing standards. We cannot afford to do 
without that influence. 
Under present conditions the invest­ 
ments, the personal habits, the general 
character and abilities of the banker 
nre under the constant scrutiny of the 
community, and a matter of public in­ 
terest. 
Notwithstanding occasional in- 
tstanees in which the public has been 
deceived, it may be stated as a general 
proposition that an unblemished char­ 
acter and a reputation for good busi­ 
ness ability and conservative judgment 
Iiave been necessary to success in the 
banking business. The public looks 
•over the individual who is to receive, 
and invest and be responsible for its 
money with some discrimination, and 
the elimination of 
the unfit 
by the 
scrutiny and composite judgment of the 
<‘ommunity is a factor of the highest 
value in maintaining the standards of 
the banking business. 
It is, however, 
a factor entirely overlooked by the ad­ 
vocates of this scheme. 
They calculate the insignificant per­ 
centage of loss to total deposits under 
present conditions, and assume thaf no 
greater losses would occur after char­ 
acter ceased to he a factor in the busi­ 
ness, and all deposits were g*ven blind­ 
ly to whoever would bid highest for 
them. To the objection that this elim­ 
ination of character as a factor in the 
acquisition of deposits must tend to 
promote 
reckless 
banking, reply 
is 
made that 
bankers will 
be deterred 
from recklessness by fear of 
losing 
their own money. The reply misses the 
point. 
All men are not deterred from 
recklessness 
by fear of 
losing their 
own money, but reckless men are now 


as a rule, kept out of the banking busi 
ness by the unwillingness of the public 
to entrust money to their care. 


Ca reful Bnnklr« Bea t. 
Under present conditions there are 
compensations in favor of careful and 
conservative banking. 
There are peo­ 
ple who are not influenced in their sc 
lection of n bank by the highest rate of 
Interest offered on deposits, and who 
bave their suspicions aroused by the 
tender 
of 
ex ceptional 
inducements 
They know 
that such 
offers put a 
strain upon the business, and they de­ 
liberately prefer to place their money 
with a banker who will 
not subject 
bimseif to such strain. These deposit­ 
ors esteem safety above all other con 
sidérations, and 
they are 
numerous 
enough 
to ex ercise a very wholesome 
restraint upon reckless tendencies in 
the business. A banker now prizes the 
leputation of doing a safe business, 
and cannot afford to have a reputation 
for imprudence 
and 
speculative in­ 
clinations. 
And yet, although held in 
check by these powerful considerations, 
the pressure of competition carries the 
ousiness near 
ttfc danger 
line even 
now. 
There is too much competition 
for deposits, and the ambitions of the 
more venturesome members of the fra­ 
ternity, and the pace they set, puts the 
whole system under strain. 
But what are likely to be the con­ 
ditions In the business when the publia­ 
is no longer concerned about the man­ 
agement of a bark, and all the re­ 
wards for conservatism and restrant^ 
upon recklessness are removed? 
Til 
considerations which in the past have 
tended to safeguard the business and 
advance ita standards would be gone. 
The public would care nothing for the 
personality of the banker. 
Instead of 
looking to the institution which receiv­ 
ed the deposits, the depositor would re 
ly on an 
outside 
fund. 
A >anker 
might bet all the deposits on horse 
races without 
the fact 
becoming a 
matter of any concern to his custom­ 
ers. 
And 
how would the 
conservative, 
prudent banker fare under these con­ 
ditions? 
The legitimate 
reward for 
maintaining that character would be 
lost‘to him. He would get no deposits 
unless he bid as high for them as his 
rivals, for the government would stand 
behind the latter, and assure the pub­ 
lic that they were Just as safe as he. 
and 
tax him to make 
them so. 
In 
short the reckless and incompetent peo 
pie, who are now either ex cluded from 
the banking business, or held in check 
by the distrust which a discriminating 
public feels towards them, would make 
the pace to which everybody else in 
the banking business would be obliged 
to conform or get out of the business. 


Wo uld Demo ra lize Demines*. 
The hardest competitor in any line 
of business is the incompetent or dis­ 
honest man who does anything to get 
business. 
Such people get 
into the 
banking business even now, but their 
number and 
influence 
for mischief 
would be greatly 
increased if they 
were backed up by unlimited credit. In 
other lines there may he some question 
as to the quality or service offered by 
rivals, but all bankers deal in the same 
kind of money, and if deposits were 
made a joint liability, there is no rea­ 
son why they should not 
go to the 
bankers who offer the greatest induce­ 
ments to attract them. 
The careful 
banker would have no off set or protec­ 
tion against demoralizing competition, 
and he would be placet! in the strange 
position of being liable for his com­ 
petitor’s obligations. 
All efforts to make it appear that the 
interests of bankers are on one side of 
this question and the interests of de­ 
positors on the other are untrue to the 
facts. Nothing that in the long run Is 
harmful to tne banking business, that 
puts it under strain and tends to low­ 
er its standards, can be beneficial to 
depositors or the public. 
It cannot be 
advantageous to the community to have 
its savings and working capital pass 
into the 
hands of 
the venturesome 
class of bankers who will bid most for 
them. 
The 
actual 
waste and 
loss 
through unwise investments would in­ 
evitably increase. It Would fall at first 
on the conservative bankers and penal­ 
ize them. Instead of an elimination of 
the unfit, which is the true process of

A bill providing for the establish 
ment of postal savings banks was fav­ 
orably reported by the United States 
Senate Committee on Postoffices and 
Post ltoads during the recent session of 
Congress, and is reasonably certain to 
be enacted into law during the coniine 
session, thus adding prompt perform 
ance to the promise of the Republican 
national platform relative to this form 
of strengthening our national system of 
finance. 
The bill reported provides for the 
establishment of postal savings deposi­ 
tories for depositing savings at interest 
with the security of the Government 
for the repayment thereof and desig 
nates the money-order post-offices and 
such others as the Postmaster-General 
may, in his discretion, from time to 
time designate as savings depositories 
to receive deposits from the public and 
to account and dispose of the same ac­ 
cording to the terms of the act. 
The depositories are to be kept open 
for the transaction of business every 
day, Sundays and legal holidays ex ­ 
cepted, duYing 
the 
usual 
post-office 
business hours of the town and locali­ 
ties where the respective depositories 
are located, and during such additional 
hours as the Postmaster-General* may 
designate. 
Accounts may be oi>ened by any per­ 
son of the age of 10 years, and a mar­ 
ried woman may open an account free 
from interference by her husband. 
A 
trustee may open an account for an­ 
other person. No person can open more 
than one saving account ex cept when 
acting as trustee for another person. 
A depositor’s pass book will be de­ 
livered to each depositor in which the 
name and other memoranda necessary 
for identification will be entered, and 
entry of all deposits shall be made. 
One 
doliar 
or a larger amount in 
multiples of 10 cents will be necessary 
to open an account, but deposits of 10 
cents or multiples thereof will be re­ 
ceived after an account is opened. 
Upon receiving a deposit the post­ 
master is required to enter the same 
in the pass book of the depositor and 
immediately notify the Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral of the amount of the deposit and 
the name of the depositor. 
The Post­ 
master-General. upon receipt of such 
notice, is required to send an acknowl­ 
edgment thereof to the depositor, which 
acknowiedgment shall constitute con­ 
clusive evidence of the making of such 
deposit.

Great rejoicing followed the pass­ 
age of the cou nty option law. 
And 
with the rejoicing were paeans of 
praise to those who contribu ted to 
the resu lt. 
The men who v oted for 
the bill hav e been praised , and ju stly 
so; Gov ernor Hanly has been giv en 
d u e cred it for his cou rage and zeal; 
the'preachers hav e been lau d ed for 
their pait in the battle; 
the Demo­ 
crats who stepped 
ov er the 
party 
line hav e been ex alted for their moral 
cou rage. 
In 
fact, ev ery bod y 
and 
ev ery organization that had any thing 
to d o with the matter are claiming 
or receiv ing their meet of praise ex ­ 
cept the v ery force that has d one 
most to arou se the pu b’ic conscience 
and mou ld pu blic opinion that hav e 
forced the tight to a triu mphant is­ 
su e. 
And that force is the cou ntry 
press of the State. 
By the cou ntry 
press we mean the d ailies and week­ 
lies ou tsid e of a few large cities. For 
months these Repu blican papers hav e 
been battling u nited ly and loy ally for 
cou nty local option. 
While the big 
d ailies in the large cities were either 
giv ing aid and comfort to the enemy 
or were half-hearted and sickly in

reform, the 
cou ntry press was lighting the brew­ 
ers and saloons and their allies to a 
tnish. 
The preacners and “good people” 
were largely d ormant u ntil Tom Mar­ 
shall mad e an assau lt on them and 
then they arou sed themselv es and “got 
bu sy .” 
Bu t the cou ntry press has 
been bu sy from the time the platform 
was ad opted and has mad e cou nty 
local option the “paramou nt issu e.” 
It is generally conced ed that pu blic 
opinion was responsible for the pas­ 
sage of the bill.

Was it the en­ 
thu siasts and zealots who ju mped in­ 
to the fray in the last rou nd or was it 
the sober, seriou s, thou ghtfu l u tter­ 
ances of the press that were read 
and consid ered arou nd the firesid es 
and the family altars? 
And so, withou t claiming any u n­ 
d u e cred it, we think the cou ntry press 
is entitled to ju st a little cred it for 
the v ictory of September 26 th.

Said the serg eant, “ Air­ 
ships aren’t any g o o d to launch a shell 
fro m because y o u cau’t g et the *cen 
trifug al fo rce’ that is necessary to hit 
an o bject.“ 
The idea which the no nco mmissio n 
ed o fficer intended to co nv ey was that 
the whirling mo tio n g iv en a shell by 
the mo dern steel i>o re g uns co uld no t 
be acco mplished in dro pping an ex pln 
sire shell fro m an airship. 
The main facts bro ug ht o ut in the 
discussio n o f the aero plane as an in­ 
strument o f war were that a machine 
such as that o f the Wrig ht bro thers 
wo uld be practically inv ulnerable as a 
targ et fo r the enemy 's g uns, that with 
a little targ et practice an ex plo siv e 
co uld lie dro pped o n a war v essel with 
dam ag ing results and that the aerial 
war cruft co uld tie launched fro m the 
deck o f a battleship. 
Mr. Wrig ht said that he had made 
ex periments with a swing ing weig ht to 
see ho w clo sely he co uld hit o bjects 
o v er which he was fly ing . 
“ I fo und that after a little practice 
it became co mparativ ely easy to put 
the weig ht just where I wanted to ,”

“We favor the establishment of a ] 
postal savings bank system for the con­ 
venience of the people and the encou r­ 
agement of thrift.” 
This is the declaration of the Repu b­ 
lican national platform, and postal sav­ 
ing« banks will withou t dou bt be au ­ 
thorized by law and established as a 
part of ou r financial system by the 
action of Congress at it« coming ses­ 
sion, which will be convened in Decem­ 
ber. 
Indeed, mu ch has already been 
accomplished towards the enactment of 
this law. 
At the last session of Con­ 
gress a bill was carefu lly 
prepared 
which met with the approval of the 
Postmaster General, and was reported 
u pon favorably by the Senate Commit­ 
tee on Post Offices and Post Roads. 
This bill is now on the Senate calendar 
and can be acted u pou as soon as Con­ 
gress is convened. 
The scope of the proposed law Is set 
forth In the committee report, which is 
in part as follows; 


C o m m i t t e e R e p o r t . 
The pu rpose of this bill is to place! 
at the disposal of people of 
small \ 
means the machinery of the Postoffice' 
Department to aid and encou rage them 
to save their earnings. The su bject of 
postal savings banks or depositories is 
not new in this cou ntry and it may be 
tru ly said to be qu ite familiar to the 
people of Eu rope and the British colon­ 
ies. 
The propriety 
of 
establishing 
postal savings banks became the su b­ 
ject of discu ssion in England as early 
as ISO”. 
Every objection to su ch u se 
of the postoitice facilities u rged in this 
cou ntry was vigorou sly pressed in the 
long-continu ed discu ssion of the su bject 
in England. 
For over fifty years private savings 
Institu tions waged hitter opposition to 
the growing sentiment in favor of postal 
savings 
banks, bu t 
notwithstanding 
su ch opposition in 1801 an act of Par­ 
liament was passed entitled “An act 
to grant additional facilities for de­ 
positing small savings with the secu rity 
of the government for the du e repay­ 
ment thereof.” That the alarm of pri­ 
vate institu tions was ill 
fou nded is 
amply proven by the recorded fact that 
the private savings banks increased 
their capital by more thau ten millions 
of dollars in the first fifteen years fol­ 
lowing the establishment of postal sav­ 
ings institu tions. 
That the postal savings Institu tions 
proved su ccessfu l is satisfactorily at 
tested by the fact that no backward 
step has ever been taken in England on 
this su bject u rd by the fu rther fact 
that in rapid su ccession the lead of 
England was taken by other cou ntries. 
The primary pu rpose of these insti­ 
tu tions is to encou rage thrift and a 
saving disposition among the people of 
small means by placing at their dis­ 
posal in every part of 
the cou ntry 
ready facilities for the depositing of 
small su ms, with absolu te assu rance of 
repayment on demand with a low rate 
of interest on a 
limited 
aggregate 
amou nt. 
P o s t a l S a v i n s * B a n k s X e « d « d . 
In certain parts of ou r cou ntry sav­ 
ings institu tions are su fficiently nu mer­ 
ou s to accommodate the people, bu t 
su ch areas are qu ite limited, being con­ 
fined to New England and New York. 
It is alieged that by reason of the nu m 
her and location of savings banks thert 
is one savings accou nt to every two oi 
the popu lation of New England, where 
as in all the cou ntry ou tside New En 
gland and New York the average ii 
only one savings accou nt to every 157 
of the popu lation. Taking su ch figu res 
to be approximately correct and recog­ 
nizing the fact that the people of all 
sections 
of 
this cou ntry are pretty 
mu ch the same in habits, inclinations, 
and pu rposes, it mu st be obviou s to the 
most casu al observer that the people 
of the Sou th, the Middle West, and the 
West do not save their earnings as dc 
those of New England from the mere 
want of secu re places in which deposits 
may be minte. 
To those who feel inclined to believe 
tbat the establishment of postal sav­ 
ings depositories will involve an ele­ 
ment of paternalism tt seems qu ite su f­ 
ficient to su ggest that the machinery of
